AN, the accompliſhd Draught of the 
MI Univerſe, Prince of all Creatures and of 
the Lower World ; for his ſuper: cele- 
(tial and divine Soul has an immortal Ray of the 
Divine Light, refleCted to the ſame, by ho ſharp 
Sight and ſoaring Contemplations of his Mind , 
which ſhew he 1s a dependent Spirit on the Fa- 
ther of the Spirits of all Fleſh. 

And for his Body he has a beautified Compo- 
ſure of the Elements, a pertect mixture in Life, 
illuminated with an undiſcernable Spark of Celc- 
ſtial Fire, the Form of a mixt Body, fulſt ſur- 
rounded with a Radical Moiſture, then bound to 
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an Flementary Body, by the Mediation of the Spi- 
rit, giving it individual Being. And Life thus 
derivd is the moſt ſupream and compleat ACt of 
Naturc. 

For the Souls of Living Creatures axe valtly 
diſtant from the dark and earchy Martcr of their 
Bodies, till by this ſubtile mean of an Acheraal 
Spiric they are faſtned to 'em by the {trictelſt Tye 
in Nate. 

Fhe Former of thefe two Souls I leave to the 
Conduct of Divines ; the latter falling within my 
Sphere, 111 endeavour to direct into an harropious 
Union with the Body, by the help of che Sper:r, 
which is a ſmall portion of the pureſt Air, a mid- 
die Nature berwixc the Budy and. Soul ; light 
and inviſible, tcemperd with Fire, Voktile, and 
a moſt pure Subſtance, begetting Vital Spirits, 
[ts firſt Cloathing is with an LIniverſal Sperm be- 
got. on. Sulphureo-Seline Exhalations drawn up 
'nto the Air, rowling up and down in the Belly 
of the Wind, till ic takes up its proper Reſidence 
in the Seeds of Things. And thus deſcending to- 
- the Lower. Region, it. aſſumes/the Moiſture of a 
watery Vapour, and by. degrees the Element of 
Water, which is a mean betwixt the Air and 
Earth ; a paſlwe yieldirſp Nature, aſſoming mulci- 
plied Shapes, apt to mix. with chings, delighted

much in motion; fit to receive and preſerve every 
thing that's ſubtile.; capable of the heavenly Influ- 
enccs, and to convey em thro” the Pores of our 
Earth, which ts an empty place, into which all che 
other Elements projebt theur Virtues, 4 proper, Re- 
ceptacle for tho Spiritual, EJements, a convenient 
hiding place to conceal the Principles and Opera» 
tons of Natusxe, Here ] may take notice, how 
the four Elements, which upholds the Fabrick of 
the Warld, continually aCting one upon the other, 
begct and bring co light the fundamental Princi- 
ples of Nature and Philoſophy, 

The. F:re acting on the diy produces Sw/phar : 
The Air a&ting on the Water brings forth Mercury : 
Lhe Water aCting onthe Barth brings forth Salt ; 
The Harth having nothing to work upon, brings 
forth nothing : So that. we muſt. cake up with 
three Principle out-of the, four Elements, Bue 1] 
muſt nor cncer imo; fo: lars a b1cld, fince 1 delign 
but a ſhorc [ cEture, nor ſo much for Theory, as 
to demonſtrate a rational Practice from my Sa/ 
Volatile ſulphureum, which is che moſt ſen{1ble and 
beneficial Performance. . 

I ſhall therefore confider, chat the joyning;, of 
the Principles well or ill cogecher makes up a per- 
fect or imperfect Body. And that che prime 
Agent 1s the Fire chat is placd in mixt Bodies, 
and

and hath choſen the Radical Moiſture as its proper 
ſeat, the any reſidence of which (in Man ) is 
in the Heart, the Centre of the little World, the 
prime Organ of Life, altho it be difftusd thro all 
the parts of the Body. But there commanding 
from irs Cattle, doth move concordantly all che 
Faculties and Organs, and breath Life into the 
Spirits, Humours, and che whole elementary Maſs. 
Its Food is a vivifical Spirit lowing down from 
the Superiour Natures bs the Air, which be- 
comes a natural oleoſe ferment and food of Life, 
without which, neither Man, nor any living Crca- 
ture, coud ſubſiſt : for Man lives not by Bread 
alone, but by the heavenly Food of Air. Yet che 
Lamp muſt be fed with the _—_ of 
corruptible Bodies, which have in em a fixt Fire: 
But the leſs we partake of choſe Meats and Drinks 
which have loſt cheir ſupple nouriſhing Particles, 
the more evenly we feed our vital flame : For falr 
Meats, four Drinks, firy Wines, and ſtrong Drams, 
are like ſo many fire-works thrown into the Ma- 
247een of che Heart, which will blow up the Man. 
| is of dangerous conſequence to enrage our Cal:t- 
dun imatum, miking fAluſhings of Wild-fire to run 
about our Bodies, like flaſhes of Lightning from 
the Reavens. 


AS 
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As the Sun is the Centre amongſt the Spheres 
of the Planets, and ſcatters irs beams downward 
by its motion $5 fo is the Heart the Centre of the 
Body, which by its perpetual Motion ( in Conjun- 
Etion with the Air 1n ——_— the Blood) ſends 


heat to the Superficies of the Body , which we allay 
from day to day with Liquids chat penetrate our 
Pores, and cool it: In imitation of the Air and 
Clouds, which flying round the World, temper 
and mitigate the heat of the heavenly Sun. For as 
the heat of the Sun would deſtroy all things, and 
nothing producd in Nature, if the Air and Clouds 
did not intervene : ſo woud the inviſible central 
fire of Bodies conſume 'em, if balmy. Sulphurs and 
watery Vapours coming betwixt did . not pre- 
vent it. 

> 'Tis the univerſal Fire thro the medium of the 
Air that governs all the ſubordinate fixt Fires of 
| Bodies: for Air hath ingreſs into Air, and they 
join themſelves rogether, Nature being delighted 
in Nature. And by how much the greater are the 
Pores, by ſo much the better the Body may be pu+ 
rifyd. Thus beams of Light incurcled with radi- 
cal moiſture are our ſpiritual Nouriſhment : Bur 
that will not ſupport us without corporeal Nu-- 
eriment ; the former will avail but lictle- without 
the latter. We ſtand in necd therefore of Feod,, 


that 
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that the naturs] Spirits 'mey be rectttieed, which 
do continually {lide forth thro the Pores ; for chus 
we muſt mamtain & fuccefhve repair of the loſs of 
Nature. Our noomſhing Juices are made by the 
more ſucculent {ubftance of our Meat, — 
the Parts and Humovrs of the Body ere reinforc 
The radieal Moiſture 1s renewed on of the purer 
Partickes of Blood, with the cdeſtial Influences in- 
rerminglng with em by Refpirativr. "Thus the 
natural Fermcne of Man's Body, as well from his 
ſpiricual as his corporeal Diet, feems ro eonftft in 
a Sulphureo-Saline Temperamem , which Viral 
Union becomes more inbodied in oleofe Salts, and 
then efſumes a. greater Corporerty. 

The ſpiritual Sulphursare exalced with the Vo- 
latile Salts, and beget a mild and caſte Ferment m 
the happy Concentration of the Principles ; from 
whencethe fixd parts recerve their vivid Impregna- 
tions, and: the infite Fire' is fed with ics proper 
Pabulum, and kept from rebelfing.

abounding of Acids z' chen the Spirits are inflam'd, 
the Oil burns, the Stamina Vire ſhake : Ac length the 
purer Elements fly the Texture, che mixe Body diſ- 
ſolves, and the Corruption of the frail Elements come 
to a loſs: The #therial Nature returns to its native 
home, and there is nothing left'in che:Carcaſs, but a 
perturbation and confuſion of the corruptible Ele- 
ments, having loſt cheir Governour. . Then reigns

This Temperament preſery d, is an Antidote againſt 
all Dufcales and Decay. Tis erue, tis very'nice to hit 
and keep. it, becauſe we deal {6 low in che corryptible 
World, and depend ſo much on corporcal Supplies 
for our Subſiſtarice, and are liable co ſo many changes 
of Seaſons, Weather, and Chance, that tis no won- 
der ſo few make up a competent number of Years : 
Yer tis good to know the Standard of Health, that 
we may ſti]l be aiming ar that Mark, ſame near-Ap- 
proaches to which, will preſerve Life, \alcho ic iy age 
ated with that Satisfaction and Pleaſure the com- 
pleatly healthy do enjoy. But t@ ye utder riveliog 
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Acids, fcorbutick Wildfires, Stones in wrong pla 
Tartar in Joints, rambling and fixt Pains, .J fore? 
more troubleſome Diſtempers, which make the Bo- 
dy ſuch a Clog to the Soul, that to a generous mind 
'tis the greateſt Puniſhment in the World to attend 
upon it, in blowing its Noſe, wiping its Breech, 
dreſſing, undreſſing, waſhing, combing, cleaning, 
and clouting i, in order only to the eating of Wa- 
rer-gruel and drinking Small beer with him. Who 
would not rather be at ſome Pains, and Coſt coo 
ro make him « lrcl betcer Company for himſelf and 
his Friends, by introducing that ſmooth, oleoſe Fem- 
per I have already deſcribd. And where that does 
bear ſway, the Saline Stem of Acids cannor fet up to 
play its Pranks. The inbred Fire is kept fo truly 
delighted and entertained with choſe Solar Gueſts, 
that it can't turn ſour or il|-natur'd, For the Sharp- 
nefs of all Salts arifes from che infice Fire of Mixts : 
And the more the fixt Fire is urgd, the greater the 
Sharpneſs ; from both the Blood's corrupted, and ma- 
ny Diſcaſes are deriv.d throughout the whole Budy, 
which exerciſe the utmoſt Skill of Phyſicians, and 
notwithſtanding all their Cunning, they are often 
beffled by 'em. 

So great is the Energy of Acids, that it preys upon 
all che Sulphureity in the Blood, till it has devour'd its 
whole TinCture, end left it {1zy, or turnd it into 
Marcer, at” leaſt ſeveral Colours ; but robb it of its 
; Lite; 
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Life z and tranſmuted the'other Juices into a V itrio- 
lick Tartnefs. Such Acids will corrode Metals, cat 
Holes in Iron, and make che Sulphurs pucrid and 
ſtink, to the offending of your Noſe. 

But Il ſhew in particular Diſtempers ſome. of the 
many Miſchiefs that ariſe from this Root of Acids. 
the grand Enemy of Man's Health. Our natural Fire 
diveſted of irs vital Allay grows burning and ſcorch- 
ing; and being fed with the Fires of mix and di- 
ſturbd Elements, art length puts on a raging Ft and 
ſharpens all the Humours ; and when tis more intenſe, 
enkindles the thermal Spirir, and becomes a ſtrong 
Fever, more difficult ro cure than putrid ones, and 
when it becomes mortiferous, uſually ends in Convul- 
lions : if it be not timely underſtood, and ſupply'd 
with proper A/kal:s in the method, and often enough 
repeated ro correft the Acids, But when by good 
Conduct you get it to a Remiſſion and then an Inter- 
miſhon, it is like ro iffue well. For in the Intervals 
= have time to apply lkalr's, which abate the Firo 

y abſorbing the acid Fuel: for Acids commonly cauſe 
this 'Fire, and chis Fire creates Acids. This ſeems 
to be the Reaſon of the uſe of Feſwrrs Powder + Tis 
freely given in Intermiſſions, ſerving to* good Purpo- 
fes, Ai impos & ſo Jong, till it ſhall do ſomething.

But becauſe the 
Miſchiefs from Acids and ſick Blood are more obvious 
than their Remedres, I ſhall cherefore betake my ſelf 
to the Deforipeion! of a Univerſal Noble” Medicine, 
abundanrly qualified eo bring abont'the great Deſign 
of Healch, and reſcue Life from the innumerable 
Dangers wherewith ir is ſurrounded.

like laſhes of unbounded conſuming Fire from the 

Heavens. | 
In order therefore to the preventing of.fuch De- 
Aruction, 1 have laid my Detign 1a Phylick, and 
liberally expended in preparing cwo general noble 
Remedies; a Panacea, which I formerly treated of, 
and this Sal Volatile Oleoſum ; for extraardinary Dire-

For altho' all Perſons that are declin'd from a 
juſt Temper, are not/ immediately turnd out of 
their Beings ; yet ſo many live 1n pain, (ecayings 
and waſting away, that 15 gricvous to a Phylician, 
belides a great Reproach to Att, to hear 'em com- 
plaining aud crying out thay very Eives ave bur- 
thenfoine. 

There arc indeed fame wonderful ſtrong Bodies 
that will hold out thro' courſes of Exceſs to great 
Ages. But hundreds, for one ſuch, go early -to 
the Grave ; and they roo, with ſuch hail Conſti- 
eutions ( in all probability ) might have liv d much 
longer with Temperance: Im ure they ought to 
have liv d ro much becter purpoſes. Bur tis not my 
bulinefs to difturb ſuch tranquil Souls, who riſque 
their 1 ives in a perpetual Tickle of Senfualicy, 
aways (timulaced with che wild tires of Wines and 
Drams, to the committing of very odd Actions, 
Thus che glare of borrowed | 1ghts pretent phan- 
taſtical Ideas which to repreſent in Figures to the 
view of others require the niceſt Artifice of the 
Senſual Man for their [{quipment, - Then appear- 
ing very taking with ſuch as arc Ted by the Ga 
of their Senſes, no wonder ſo many dance after theſe 
heres fatri, willing rather ( than to be at the pains 
of ſerious Thinking ) co run ſecundo flumane, with 
the Croud, chafe and heated with Detires: As 
tho the Fall of Man had been chcir Happineſs, 
and 
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and were a Divine Bleſhng thus to be brutify d. 
Bur 111 betake my ſelf to che aſhſtance of che Infirm, 
and ſuch as thro' the want of bodily Healch know 
how to value that, And here, if perſons will but 
contribute one quarter of that Care about them- 
ſelves, which 1 have done faichtully to preſerve and 
ſerve cm, abundance of complaints wou'd ſoon be 
remedicd on very calle terms. |

Bur tir(t twill be necc{lary to preamble che great 
Difference there 1s between Compoſuts ar Mijtio, 
the one being a Conjunction of Bucics in place,

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che other in quality and conſent ; the one tmper- 
felt: miſta, a Confuſion, the other a Union. 

Compoſitto is the joining of Bodies without a new 
Form, Maſtto 1s the joining or putting rogether of 
Bodies under a new Form. For the new Form 1s 
Commune Vinculum. 

Natural Philoſophers know that Compoſurro 1s 
Opus hominu, and Miſtio, Opur Nature. Man makes 
a fit Application of Bodtes cogether ; but the per- 
e&t Fermentation and Incorporation of 'em muſt 
be left to Nature, to make that Continuum which 
otherwiſe 15 but Contiguum. 

Tis therefore a great turn of Thought, co find 
out the Art of compounding in Life ; fo that Mix- 
cures at firſt rroubled, may grow after clear and 
ſettled, by che benefit of Reſt, Time, e*c. 

The due Contemplation of Nature, as well 
above as below, and fome competent Knowledge 
how che ſuperiour act on infertour Bodics, ſeems 
to me alcogether needful. For the Heavens do 
not enrich themſelves by the Farth and Seas; nor 
keep no dead (tock, nor untouchd Treaſures of 
that they draw from below : but what chey do take 
up, they return and ſpend in Dew and Showers 
impregnated with Lite and Power, 

This Conſent in Nature, and ſome other luckey 
Hints, have prov d ſufficient co beget my Sal Vo- 
latile Oleoſum , which is a Nitro-acreal volatile

Nacure } co a luminous Sulphur. 'Tis more Phi- 
; loſophical co call it Sal Volatile Sulphureum. But

) ſeaſoning in the w thole World of Animal Bodies 
in Life. For by Philoſlophick Management, the 
crueſt, pureſt, and molt wholfome Volatile Salt 
| may be extracted from the Air ; and the firſt be- 
gotten Oleity in the World ; which crariſparenc 
radical Moiſture ( prior to all ſpecitick Lives ) has 
=” portion of the univerſal Form that animates 
it: And this may properly be calld a luminous 
Sulphur, which 1s che root of all Oleity ; for 1 
wou'd have it rake the Name Oleole when the 
Sulphurs are cloath'd upon more bodily ; and thus 
you may deſcend to the more grols Bodics of Olls 
and Fats. But ro comply with the common Mean- 
ings of Men, I call my Medicine no more than 
Sal Volatile Oleoſum, but then it mult be conlider'd 
as perteCtionate. And without doube was ſome 
quondam great Philoſopher ( favourd wich a propt- 
tious Birth ) that firſt diſcover'd this Union in 
Nature: And ſome learned Doctor ſcarching into 
Sacred Remains, an Admirer of the Diſguisd 
Learning of the Ancients, that robb d the Philoſo- 
pher of the Name, but not the Secret, and hand- 
ed it down to our Age. How coud elle ſo many 


agree in the name, and not underſtand the reaſon 
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or truth of the Medicine. Yet every one can talk 
of a Sal Volatile Oleaſum, and every little Procels- 
monger can make it. That I expect in a little 
whilc to hear it crv'd about the Streets like Eltxirs 
made of Brandy, Jalop, Sccds, and Licortſh. 
\Whenas by the name Elrnur, the Philoſophers of 
old mentioned chew molt Venerable Secrct ; but 
now tis protand and athxd to a parcel of murder- 
ing Traſh. And the World finding fuch ſorry 
Staff under the highett Titles in Philoſophy, have 
of late damnd and ridiculd che whole Science. 
But I admire the Wiſdom of the Ancients in vail- 
ing ſuch glorious Knowledge under their Hicro- 
Y yplucal Figures and Anigmartical Expreſhons, to 
lecure ic from barbarous and profane hands. No, 

lc all their Followers, the crue Sons of Art, be- 
come worthy of ulctul Rarities, by imitating chei! 
Picty and Honeſty: then 1 wiſh they may find 


eriadncs Thread to conduCt 'em thro the delufſive 


Windings of this intricate Philoſophy. 

lis one of che greateſt Misfortuncs of latter 
timcs, that all Medicinal Experiments are put out 
tw making. The Fhyfician muſt by no mcans 
now-a-days know more than halt of his Art, ha- 
ving nothing ro ſhew but multitudo ibrorum. T he 
complearelt Medicine woud itigmatize him with 
Quackety, altho it is the Accompliſhment of all 
his Learning, 
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Nothing's more difficult than to hit a Curiolity 
aright, which che beſt of Authors have difhculcly 
enough diſcover d: And he's a very ſen{jble perſon 
that can correct twerity miſtakes in a Prepatation, 
and by them grow wile enough to bring abour 
his end. And tis not a low educated perſon can 
thus unprove, he will take quid pro quo, and if the 
Phzfician is nor experimentally Skilltul he myſt be 
by upon, and conſequently his Patients: I hus we 

come full of Medicines but no Remedres. 

For if anv one can but raiſe a Volatile Strom 
Horns or Bones, and join therewith ſome fAroma- 
tick O!', which for Odour and Thinnels couple 
to the ft advantage with Is Salt, then he cries 


( ently, tis a Sal Volatile Olroſum, altho tis 
10 more a Medicine than a gilt Shilling 1s a Gut- 


net. And Miſtakes herein are of facal conſequence 
to thun that rely on tuch Preparations: for they 
are ar once banter d out of ther money, the time 
1 themſelves, and thus by delay out of

thrin, tis not from Horns, Hoots, nor 
Lo1es, which abound with Salts; no, nor from 
& il Armoniac that this Remedy can be drawn. 
tor alcho' there be plenty of Volatile Sales, which 
(hy miſts call- fo, chat by the force of Fire will 
come over the Helm; yet they bring with em 
fonewhat of Fixicy, petrifying Diſpolitions, and 
cauſtic 
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cauſtic Qualities. And as for Horns and Bones, 
they. are endow'd with very fztid, corporal Oils : 
ſo that from theſe they borrow only a little pun- 
gent Salt dilated in a Phlegm, which 1s ſo poor a 
Vchicle, that the Salts will drop through to the 
bottom of the Glaſs. Now having made a ſhitr 
for his Salt, the Chymilt is to ſeek tor the Spiri- 
tual Sulphurs or olcoſe part, which conſtitutes the 
Medicine. Here he's at a loſs in Philoſophy, and 
bluntly takes an oily body to join to his Saltz and 
becauſe he finds the grofler bodies of O1l are grea- 
lic, and wont mix welt; he wittily turns one 
Thought to the purer Ouls of Seeds or Aromaticks, 
and there he gets a Scent too, and finding they will 
hang about his Salts, he then pronounces ore ftun- 
do that tis the right Sal Volatile Oleoſum of Stlvinu 
de le Boe, or - of ſome other cry d-up Doctor, 
whoſe Reputation can ſupport it; not regarding 
Sctence, or the Medicinal Virtues, fo long as twill 
paſs tor a Commodity 1n I rade. 

| muſt confeſs, 'tis very difhcult, and a great 
piece of Art, to prepare this Medicine, fo as to 
anſwer learned Teſts and Phytical Intentions. 
For the Salts, as well as the Sulphurs, are deeply 
conceal d in Narure, and their Union is a preat 
myltery, as nice as the Subtile mixtions in Life ; 
not to be received into one another by the Philoſo- 
phers adjoining, alcho' he mult have a hand in the 
buſineſs, 
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bulineſs, till his Deſign 1s wroughe about by 
Art. 

The Sulphurs mult be ſpiricualiz'd thac mix wich 
Volatile Salts, and be uniced by the mean of an 
&cherial Spyric, and held co view illuminated and 
perfeCtly united. As in fing fermented Ale the 
Water, Malc, and Hop, are lo cotirely one, tha: 
Art can never more ſhew the Ingredients apart ; all 
three make up one thing, call d Ale. 

I have well confiderd che Vegetable nature, 
and in the Mineral Kingdom have much pleas d my 
ſelf with tine Sulphurs, difhculcly enough obtaind 
from Antimgny ; but yet am difappointed in boch. 
Animals methinks ſhoud ſeem to yield the bel 
Sulphureous Volatile, as nearclt of kin to our Na- 
cures: but fo fubtile are che Spiricual Elemenes, 
that they wing away with Lite in one quintellenti- 


al form to the Aereal Manſions, and leave you only | 


cheir corruptible Natures co work upon. 

I cannot imagine where to apply my ſelf in Na- 
cure for a very whollom Salzo-Sulphureous Volatile, 
unleſs it be from the Armoſpherical Air, whete 
Nature forms the Univerſal Sperm of.che World 
by her heavenly tire on che gentle and ſoft Sublima- 
tions of the purer Elements, and uicorporates em 
to your hand, beyond the profoundeſt Skill of che 
moſt inquiliewe Philoſopher, alctho he have 1a- 
minated the greateſt part of Nature on Valc.ms

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For amid(t all the Variety of Salts and Sulphurs 
in the World, which are as many as there be 
Species of things, none can be more agreeable than 
what's drawn from this general-Bank of Nature ; 
whence I borrow not only my Matter, but there- 
with ſome porrion of the Univerſal Form, and 
thats a lively Touch indeed, 

And fince I can find here what I want, why 
need I look any farther. I have rov'd and ſearcht 
as well as others, but reckon I have anchor d well 
at laſt, conſidering ] had no Pilot. And he will 
prove a Juckey man that hits my Knack, or rather 
diſcovers ſuch a Terra, mcognita in Philoſophy, al.
